New Disarmament Unit for State 


A new Disarmament Administration 
has been organized within the State De- 
partment by Executive Order of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Foreshadowed by 
earlier statements by Secretary Herter, 
Senators Kennedy, Humphrey (Chair- 
man of the Senate Disarmament Sub- 
committee) and others, the new unit 
will bring together some 50 persons now 
working on disarmament in the State 
Department, the Department of De- 
fense, the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and the U. S. Information Agency. 

The staff will be expanded and out- 
side experts and institutions engaged 
to help in its work. Plans call for a 
director with rank of an Assistant Sec- 
retary of State. The acting director is 
Edmund A. Gullion, an able foreign 
service officer. 


In announcing the move, the State 
Department said the agency would 
“marshal in a single unit] political, mili- 
tary, scientific and technical effort to 
discover reliable means for easing the 
burden of armaments, lessening the 
dangers of war by miscalculation, and 
helping to promote a just and durable 
peace.” It will both prepares plans and 
direct negotiations in this field.

Grilling the candidates 
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Listening in... at the U

The UN was invited into the Republic 
of Congo ostensibly to restore order and 
actually to cause a withdrawal of Belgian 
troops and insure against a reestablish- 
ment of Belgian rule. The UN response 
was on a very large scale, including 16,000 
men in national contingents from member 
states, over 100 administrative personnel 
from the UN Secretariat, and experts 
from many of the specialized agencies. 


Shortly after this extensive operation 
had been mounted, the Belgian withdrawal 
was effected, and the UN was confronted 
with a new situation—civil war. The Sec- 
retary General, backed by the Security 
Council has insisted on carrying out his 
mandate to restore and maintain order in 
the Congo with strict adherence to the 
principle that the UN must not in any 
way prejudice the internal “constitutional 
problem.” 


This means UN cannot take sides either 
in the quarrels between the central gov- 
ernment and the provinces, or between 
factions in the central government. The 
Soviet Union and Lumumba have not 
agreed with this principle of impartiality. 
As a result a new element has been in- 
jected, that of support for a criticism of 
the United Nations, itself. 


The UN requires time and relative calm 
in which to demonstrate that it can give 
administrative, economic and technical aid 
adequate to turn the Congo back into an 
organized and viable nation. If it is over- 
whelmed by violence on the spot, or de- 
feated in the international political nego- 
tiations, it will be disastrous both for the 
Congo and for the United Nations. 


Two factors hold the key to the out- 
come: The position taken by the other 
African nations and money. So far the 
African States have remained united in
